At the big aerial circus to be 
staged by the Three Cities Chamber 
of Commerce at San Mateo, Sunday, 
May 21st, several new stunts will be 
introduced, according to Wayne Ab¬ 
bott, veteran showman, who has been 
named manager of the affair. 

The show is to be put on by the 
Chamber to raise an advertising fund. 
According to Frederick J. Smith, 
chairman of the Chamber's committee 
in charge of the event, there will 
probably be over 35,000 visitors in 
San Mateo on the day of the circus. 

Abbott has signed appearance con¬ 
tracts with several well-known stunt 
aviators. Including Harry Abbott (his 
son), Price Miller and Auggy Pedlar.

According to a news note in the 
Washington (D. C.) Times of May 3d, 
Congressman Arthur M. Free of Cali¬ 
fornia has been chosen to debate on 
the Japanese question in a Washing¬ 
ton church with a preacher of that 
city. The clipping from the Times 
follows: 

Californians in the national capital, 
who have been bristling with indigna¬ 
tion for the last few weeks at slurs 
cast on their state and its people by a 
speaker at a public forum conducted 
by the FirBt Congregational Church, 
won a promise of satisfaction today. 

The honor of California will be up¬ 
held by Congressman Arthur M. Free 
of San Jose, chairman of the state 
delegation in congress, in a joint de¬ 
bate with the Rev. George Cady of 
New York, a preacher and missionary, 
whose previous address aroused the 
ire of the Westerners. 

The question at issue is California’s 
attitude on the Japanese question. 
The date for the debate will be agreed 
upon witiifn the next few weeks. Each 
speaker will have forty minutes for 
his main speech and ten minutes for a 
lejoinder. Every Californian in the 
capital is expected to be present. 

Here is how it all came about: 

Some weeks ugo a large number of 
Californians *ent to the forum meet¬ 
ing to hear the Rev. Mr. Cady deliver 
an advertised lecture on California 
and the Japanese question. They 
came away incensed. The minister- 
missionary charged that only the 
“yellow newspapers and yellow poli¬ 
ticians" in the Golden State were op¬ 
posed to the Japanese owning land. 

The California delegation in con¬ 
gress met the next day and instructed 
Congressman Charles F. Curry of 
Sacramento to write a letter to the 
Rev. Jason Noble Pierce, pastor of 
the First Congregational Church, ask¬ 
ing for an opportunity for a speaker 
to be designated by Californians to 
present their side of the Japanese 
question at a forum meeting. 

This morning along came a com¬ 
munication from the Rev. Or. Pierce 
proposing a joint debate. After con¬ 
sultation with his colleagues, who 


There was a large audience at the 
adjourned meeting of the city trustees 
held Wednesday evening.

Three applications were re¬ 
ceived, each asking for both licenses, 
the applicants being Frank Scarone 
and Joe Berroni, Armando Comastri, 
and Samuel Maryer. The chairman 
stated the board would fuvor the local 
applicants, Scarone and Berroni, the 
other being a San Francisco man. 

A letter from the Merchants' Asso¬ 
ciation asked that the town be 
divided into three zones, residence, 
business and industrial. This started 
a short discussion, during which it 
appeared that this plan was already 
being considered and might be ex¬ 
ecuted within a short time. 

The Ireno Hiking Club asked for 
and was granted permission to hold a 
dance here June 10th, a like permit 
being granted the Portuguese Society 
for the evening of May 20th. 

The application of John Dllles for 
permission to make alterations in his 
house at 653 Grand avenue to fit it 
for store purposes was denied. 

Several claims against the city 
treasury were audited and ordered 
paid and tile reports of city officers 
were read and ordered filed. 


The South San Francisco Chamber; 
of Commerce now has a new secre¬ 
tary. F. A. Shaw, a newcomer in this 
region, ,was appointed to the posi¬ 
tion at a directors’ meeting held prior 
to the regular meeting of the organ¬ 
ization at the city hall Tuesday even¬ 
ing. Mr. Shaw will begin his duties! 
immediately. The new secretary! 
comes to this city with excellent 
recommendations from other places 
where he has been empolyed in simi¬ 
lar capacities. Recently he served as 
advance man for a lyceum bureau and 
visited South San Francisco in that 
work. While here he learned that the 
local Chamber was in need of a secre-! 
tary, and returned to take up this' 
work. It is expected that he will also 
serve as secretary of the South San ] 
Francisco Manufacturers’ Association. 1 

At this meeting several committees 
that have been working on different 
projects for the Chamber made inter¬ 
esting reports. 

The committee that recently con-1 
ferred with Postmaster James Power' 
of San Francisco with reference to 
obtaining an independent status for 
the local postoifice reported that the 
result of the meeting was encourag¬ 
ing. They were joined by a commit¬ 
tee from the Civic League of San 
Francisco and other city organiza¬ 
tions, and Power assured them he 
would raise no objection to the sever¬ 
ing of the connection between this 
office and the city postofiice and 
furthermore would give such assist¬ 
ance as he could. 

The committee on house-building 
reported that about twenty-five con¬ 
tracts for new houses had been 
signed. E. C. Peck, who acted as 
chairman of this committee, stated 
that tlie plan for more houses here 
had met with very satsifactory re¬ 
sults, and that it was believed nearly 
thirty new homes would bo con¬ 
structed as a result of this campaign. 
Mr. Peck’s remarks caused much 
favorable comment, as it has been 
felt the project for more homes in 
this city is one of the most important 
the Chamber has undertaken for some 
time and would have far-reaching 
good results. 

For the committee that has been 
working with the telephone company 
for some time to get San Francisco 
listing and service for local Industrial 
plants desiring It, Phil Thompson 
stated that the company had recently 
finished a survey of this district with 
a view to deciding what could be done 
to give the service asked for. The 
result, according to Mr. Thompson’s 
report, is that the improved service 
has been declared feasible and as

HOSPITAL SAYS IF HE HAS 
MEN HE CAN’T GET BUILDING 
MATERIAL OR TICE VERSA. 


H. L. COLLINS, GARAGE OWNBR OF 
PALO ALTO, DIES AT HOSPITAL 
FOLLOWING SKIDDING OF CAB 
INTO SIGN POST. 


Labor troubles, present and pros¬ 
pective, are standing in the way of 
the successful completion of the new 
San Mateo county hospital at Beres- 
ford, according to a report made by 
Contractor Barrett of the firm of Bar¬ 
rett & Hilp, to the county supervisors 
at their meeting in Redwood City 
Monday. 

According to the story told by Mr. 
Barrett, the trouble is something like 
this: 

The material firms expected to sup¬ 
ply building material for the structure 
are pledged to the “American plan" in 
construction work and will not fur¬ 
nish the needed material if the work 
is being done exclusively by union 
labor. At present there are five union 
plasterers on the job and no non¬ 
union men. If non-union plasterers 
are put to work so the material can 
be obtained, the union men threaten 
to quit. It is feared the supply of 
non-union plasterers is not sufficient 
to finish the job In the required time. 
The Industrial Association of San 
Francisco has offered to furnish sev¬ 
eral non-union plasterers, but not 
enough for the work. According 
to Mr. Barrett, he must hav ; part non¬ 
union men on the job to get the ma¬ 
terial or all union men to get the 
necessary labor. So what is a poor 
contractor to do? That is what Mr. 
Barrett would like to know, and the 
supervisors did not seem to be able 
to furnish an altogether satisfactory 
answer. 

At present, Mr. Barrett says, his men 
are working with materials purchased 
some time ago, his supply of which 
may last for another three weeks or 
so. As a possible solution the board 
put up to District Attorney Franklin 
Swart the question of whether the 
board could legally purchase the 
needed materials. Up to the present 
time work on the hospital has pro¬ 
gressed satisfactorily and the struc¬ 
ture is now nearing completion. 

Matters of routine and minor in¬ 
terest were disposed of during the 
remainder of the meeting.

City Marshal A. CL 
Meehan of San Bruno was summoned 
and took both men to the Mills Me¬ 
morial Hospital at San Mateo, where 
Collins died.

Garage in this city. It is a small, 
stripped Ford und is practically * 
wreck, three wheels being shattered 
the steering gear demolished and th* 
remainder of the car being almost 
reduced to junk. 

One report current regarding th* 
accident is to the effect that the me* 
were under the influence of liquor 
and that an argument over the driv¬ 
ing of the car was in progress who* 
the accident occurred.

SHARPE GROVER, "BEST SCOUT

“The best scout the government ever 
had," said some of the army officers 
for whom Sharpe Grover scouted dur¬ 
ing the Indian wars in Kansas in 
1867-68, and more than once he showed 
himself worthy of the title. He had 
married a Sioux woman, and lived 
with the tribe for years. He could 
speak their language and knew their 
ways.

He could tell how long since the

The dally wage has risen steadily 
since the American occupation and 
opportunity to work can practically al¬ 
ways be had by those who wish for it. 
The people of this tribe have pros¬ 
pered under American rule and today 
live in better houses, are better fed, 
wear better clothes and enjoy better 
health than ever before. 

The Head-Hunting Tribe. 

The Bontoc Igorrotes are a strong, 
warlike, head-hunting tribe number¬ 
ing approximately 78,000. They are 
almost limited to the very mountain¬ 
ous region constituting the subprov- 


few Philippine tribes which may 
io, be called barbarous, no longer to 
at del*, emphasises the march of dv- 
antion in the out-of-the-way portions 
i the Islands, and gives promise that 
as it will be difficult te find the 
-tsltive customs that a decade ago 
st.ied some of the islands' Inhabi¬ 
ted. 

Here are perhaps 100,000 of the 
fiftoos Igorrotes—these of Benguet, 
Ispsnto, Amburayan and Bontoc. Only 
tbt latter have been head-hunters In 
acMt decades. The Igorrotes are a 
robust and vigorous people. Both men 
ud women are, as a rule, short, heav- 
Uj built and strongly muse'ed, with 
broad, spreading feet. Thetr hair Is 
perfectly straight. Many of them have 
large and beautiful eyes. As a rule 
the men wear their hair short, al¬ 
though some Individuals, especially In 
Lepaoto, allow It to grow to a consid¬ 
erable length. 

A few years ago the usual dress of 
the men was the clout, supplemented, 
when the means of the Individual per¬ 
mitted, with a cotton blanket. They 
»ere, however, glad to wear flannel 
iblrta and coats of khaki or blue army 
doth when obtainable. They also 
took early and kindly to hats. Indeed, 
many of them wore hats of their own 
make. 

In view of the scanty costume of the 
men, It was a surprising fact that the 
women were ordinarily careful to keep 
their bodies fully covered, although 
when working about the house, weed¬ 
ing rice fields, or washing clothes, they 
frequently omitted upper garments. 
Wealthy women, even In the early 
days of American control, often wore 
•eeeral superimposed skirts and near¬ 
ly all bound towels about their heads. 

Neither sex has any very elaborate 
ornaments. Some of the men adorn 
themselves with large bands of beads 
or wire and with ear ornaments of 
brass or silver. They often tattoo the 
backs of their hands.

While on the average they are more 
muscular than the latter people, they 
are at the same time more heavily, not 
to say clumsily, built. Both men and 
women were uncleanly, but there Is a 
noticeable Improvement In this regard. 

The dress of the men Is usually a 
clout, although this Is sometimes re¬ 
placed by a mere apron. Blankets are 
comparatively rare. The mao have long 
lialr, banged across the forehead and 
rolled Into a knot behind, where It Is 
confined by a Jaunty, more or lesa 
highly ornamented, rattan cap. Many 
of them make huge holes In the lobes 
of their ears, Into which they thrust 
wooden plugs, bamboo rings and vari¬ 
ous other objects which they consider 
ornamental. Occasional individuals 
wear huge metal pendants In their 
ears. 

The women use ear ornaments sim¬ 
ilar to those of the men, and In addi¬ 
tion wear In their hslr and about their 
necks more or less elaborate strings 
of beads, boar tusks, dog teeth, and 
ornamental seeds.
